Lillian Steele Believed 


Facing Treason Or 
Espionage Accusation. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6—(AP)—Miss 


Lillian Steele of Hollywood, Cal., 
spent her eighty-eighth day in 
grim Moabit prison today because 
a nazi friend betrayed her freely 
expressed confidences and opin- 
ions. 


The charge against the youthful 


and attractive music'student was 
described as "extremely serious,' 
involving treason or espionage. It 
was so serious that "American 
consulate authorities perhaps can- 
not help her much," a reliable 
source said. 


She is the fourth American in- 


volved recently on suspicion of 
espionage. Her case was made 
additionally grave by the govern- 
ment's recent warning that the 
death penalty is enforceable for 
spying.

"No, 
we did not overlook the 


opportunity for registration, and 
were fully aware that we are en- 
titled to the full right of suffrage 
in Nebraska if we cared to exer- 
cise it," said Mr. Haynes hi reply 
to a newspaper man's query Tues- 
day morning. 
Feels Action Best. 


"I thought it best to forego the 


voting privilege because of my be- 
ing here as a representative of the 
national relief administration," he 
explained. "As directed by Admin- 
istrator Hopkins, we have kept the 
administration of relief in Nebras- 
ka absolutely clear of politics in 
any form. Rather than give any 
ground for suspicion to the con- 
trary, I preferred to lean over 
backward by taking no personal 
part whatever in the selection of 
national, state, and local officials. 


"All members of our working 


force and our assistants and em- 
ployes in the various counties were 
instructed to refrain from political 
activity. We did not, of course, ask 
or expect them to abstain from 
voting, but we did insist that they 
do nothing which would involve 
the relief administration in party 
politics, one way or the other. 
Those of our workers who had be- 
come candidates for office or who 
were officers of committees sup- 
porting the election of candidates 
were dropped from the payroll 


"We feel that we have been suc- 


cessful in keeping our organiza- 
tion from being used to promote 
the interests of any party or can- 
didate. We have been criticized in 
some quarters because individuals 
who had been connected with the 
organization were asked to resign 
on account of their political asso- 
ciations. But I don't think that 
anyone can truthfully say we have 
countenanced any effort to influ- 
ence the action of the votetrs." 


October Letter. 


A letter which Haynes sent out 


on October 8 to all local FERA 
officials and employe's over the 
state warned them not to give out 
lists of families on relief for use 
in promoting the election of any 
candidate, or to permit the inspec- 
tion of relief rolls for political 
purposes. 


Several weeks ago Haynes was 


invited to go to Michigan and as- 
sume charge of the federal relief 
administration in Detroit, and was 
assured he would thus have a 
larger and more important field 
than he has in Nebraska. He de- 
clined to consider the transfer, 
however. 


Now he learns that a big politi- 


cal scandal broke in Detroit just 
before election, because relief lists 
there were given to one of the 
political parties so that the per- 
sons on it could be personally so- 
licited and circularized for their 
votes. This was done, it is report- 
ed, over the head of the federal 
relief administrator in Michigan 
through pressure applied from po- 
litical sources. 


"I'm mighty glad to keep out of 


anything like that," Haynes told 
The Star. "You can say that I like 
the conditions under which our 
work is being done in Nebraska 
and am well satisfied to stay 
here."

NO BALLOONING OF DEBTS. 


ITHIN a reasonably short time the United 
States supreme court will decide the ques- 


tion whether the act of congress abrogating con- 
tracts for the payment of debts in gold and allow- 
ing them to be discharged by the tender of any 
lawful money is constitutional. Several 
of the 


lower federal courts have already held that this 
law is valid, but certain creditors still demand 
their pound of flesh. 


As everybody knows, gold is not now available 


for commercial transactions. Insistence upon pay- 
ment in that metal is asking the impossible. Hold- 
ers of gold payment contracts grant that this is 
true, but they contend that debtors should settle 
with them by paying in paper 
currency on the 


basis of the higher price which gold now com- 
mands since the government began buying it. In 
other words, they want $1.69 back, with interest, 
for every dollar owing on the 
face of the con- 


tracts. 


The fact that the British house of lords has over- 


turned court judgments in that country holding 
gold contracts unenforceable will probably not be 
accepted as a binding precedent for the United 
States. Members of the nobility are almost all 
creditors and could hardly be expected to vote any 
other way. Their action was not the finding of a 
judicial tribunal, but the biased expression of an 
interested party. Over here, the principles of law 
and justice are supposed to determine the outcome 
of suits at law. 


The fate of a multitude of private debtors, as 


well as the credit of the federal government itself, 
hangs upon the decision to be given by the su- 
preme court on this- vital question. Hundreds of 
thousands of individuals and 
business 
concerns 


would be forced into bankruptcy if required to pay 
their debts on the inflated scale demanded by in- 
sistent creditors. The government, too, would be 
seriously embarrassed in having its outstanding 
bonded indebtedness increased 
by two-thirds or 


more. 


Under the terms of our national 
constitution 


the sole power to "coin money and regulate 
the value thereof" is vested in congress. 
Acting 


thereunder, the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment authorized the president to lessen the amount 
of gold in the dollar by as much as 50 per cent; 
and the president has exercised this power to the 
extent of 40 per cent. Also, congress has fixed the 
value of government paper money and federal re- 
serve currency at the equivalent of gold coin. 


It would seem, therefore, that the attempt to

Surely it ought not to be that 


civil freedom and a decent re- 
spect for the 
rights of others 


should have to be invoked against 
majorities bent on harassing par- 
ticular social groups. 
Innumer- 


able books and pamphlets have 
been written on this problem. One 
of the best I have read is C. A. 
McCartney's "National States and 
National Minorities." It 
traces 


the historical sources of social 
prejudices and ostracisms and ex- 
hibits the far-reaching difference 
between the political theories of 
eastern and western nations. 


I shall not comment at length 


on those theories, save to remark 
that American democracy is clean 
and healthy enough as an ideal. 
It is in its practice that human 
nature asserts itself with some in- 
jurious results. Countless Ameri- 
cans have yet to learn that ma- 
jorities are more' often 
wrong 


than minorities and that individ- 
uals are more often 
either minorities 
or 


right than 
majorities. 


I prolonged peace 
intervals 
and 


material prosperity were conge- 
nial to its development. Neither 
the mistakes of the politicians nor 
the apathy of the electorates seri- 
ously jeopardized it 
during the 


Victorian age. 


But, obviously, we today face a 


radically changed situation. So 
vast is the contemporary political 
scene and so complex are 
the 


forces which produce present con- 
ditions and events that multitudes 
of ui seem incapable of under- 
standing them, and this ignorance 
puts anything like an intelligent 
control out of business. Indeed, it 
is seriously argued that the best 
wisdom of reputable statesmen is 
almost 
completely nullified by 


the sheer magnitude of world af- 
fairs. 


I do not accept this view, nor 


do I doubt - that there can 
be 


growth of governing capacity in 
men and nations which shall cor- 
respond with the increase in the 
complexity of the citizen's duties. 
We must have 
freedom 
who 


speak the tongue of our fathers 
and inherit their conceptions of 
humanity and justice. The pas- 
sion that blazed in them still 
glows in us. If the maintenance 
of that freedom requires more ed- 
ucation, more c o n c e n t ration, 
sterner discipline and more close- 
ly associated effort, these will be 
forthcoming in due season. It is 
therefore as essential to train 
youth and manhood for 
citizen- 


ship's obligations and 
responsi- 


bilities as it is to train them to 
earn their bread.

TAKE YOUR TROUBLES TO MINERVA 


"I find it hard sometimes to 


draw a line between sensitiveness 
and self respect." 
This difficulty is penned by D. 
S" who asks that her letter be 
held confidential. Without reveal- 
ing any confidence, however, J. 
can explain that the direct cause 
of her indecision is the action ol 
another woman, a careless over- 
sight which is both irritating and 
impudent. The offerider has shown 
an airy unconcern over a funda- 
mental rule of nicety and in so do- 
ing, implied that the incident was 
quite too trifling for her to bother 
over. Thereupon "D. S." is con- 
fused, and quite naturally so, over 
her own reaction to the affair. 
Should she set out on a path of re- 
venge, as a matter of restoring her 
own "self respect?" 
Or is she 


being merely "sensitive" in al- 
lowing the incident to affect her 
in any way. 
' 
Her question is one which hits a 


lot of us squarely between the 
eyes, though I had never thought 
of it before in just the words of 
her query. Many of the problems 
brought to this column are based 
upon a confusion such as to where 
self respect stops and sensitive- 
ness steps in. 
Can't we answer this question, 


and thereby form a general rule 
as a future guide, by analyzing 
"self respect" as being that re- 
spect cherished, or perhaps sac- 
rificed, for our own being by 
reason of some act of our own? 
After all, the action of another 
person can in no way affect our 
own respect of self. We can an- 
swer to ourselves only for those 
actions prompted by ourselves. 


We are '"sensitive" to other s ac- 


tions, acuately alive to impres- 
sions from outside sources. We 
may feel rebuffed, hurt, irritated, 
angered or perhaps pleased or in- 
spired by the actions of another. 
Our own sense of importance may 
be inflated or punctured through 
the influence of another's actions. 
But what they do or say cannot 
touch our own self respect. What 
we rnav or may not do as a re- 
action may very seriously affect 
our own respect 
for 
self. So, 


therefore, we must tread very 
gently indeed when tinder the in- 
fluence of the action of another. 
Then, indeed, is the time to exert 
patience and to wait witil the air 
has cleared and our own ruffled 
minds settled down to normal be- 
fore we decide upon any line of 
action. Generally, it is better to 
do nothing whatever, but let the 
other person suffer 
the conse- 


quences of his own actions, and 01 
his 
own 
temperament 
which 


prompted such disturbing actions 
If he (or she) is in the wrong 
sooner or later consequences will 
catch up with him. 
There's no 


reason why we should clutter up 
our own lives and confuse our 
own minds trying to straighten 
out the crookedness of another 
motives and manners. 
So I say to duck all temptation 


for revenge and retailiation. Keep 
straight the difference between 
being "sensitive" and retaining 
your "self respect" and you avoic 
much unnecessary confusion and 
complication.
